OIC supports moves 
to fight terrorism 

BAHRAIN (R) — Organisation 
of Islamic Conference (OIC) 
Secretary-General Sharifuddin 
Pirzada Saturday condemned 
Thursday’s bomb attack in Kuwait 
and voiced support for steps being 
taken by Arab and Islamic cou- 
ntries to fight terrorism. The 
Omani News Agency also quoted 
him as saying the OIC denounced 
all terrorist action resulting in die 
death of innocent people any- 
where. and especially in the Isl- 
amic World. Mr. Pirzada, who arr- 
ived in Oman Saturday, is to have 
talks on ways of expanding coo- 
peration between foe OIC and 
Oman. 


France to free 
2,400 prisoners 

PARIS (R) — Ai least 2.400 pri- 
soners will be released from Fra- 
nce's overcrowded jails this wee- 
kend under a presidential cle- 
mency to mark July 14. France's 
National Day, officials said Sat- 
urday. The decree, marking the 
anniversary otthe fall of the Bas- 
tille prison during foe French 
Revolution, cuts sentences by one 
month for all prisoner except 
those convicted of .narcotic off- 
ences or violence against security 
forces. Judges may cut a further 
month of the sentences of selected 
prisoners at their dkcretion. 


E. Germany detains 
‘would-be hijackers’ 

BONN (R) — A group of sus- 
pected “Middle Eastern” people 
planning to hijack a U.S. plane in 
west Berlin have been arrested in 
East Berlin, the conservative daily 
Die Welt reported Saturday. It 
quoted Western intelligence sou- 
rces as saying foe suspects had 
been arrested at East Berlin’s 
SchoenefeJd airport after exp- 
losives were found in "diplomatic 
baggage belonging to them. The 
newspaper did not say how many 
people had been arrested nor did 
it give their country of origin. 


Gorbachev leaves 
Moscow on holiday 

MOSCOW (R) — Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev left- Moscow 
Saturday on holiday, TASS news 
agency said. If did not say how 
long be would be absent from foe 
capital or give any details of where 
he would be spending his holiday, 
but Kremlin chiefs traditionally 
have a two-month summer break 
in foe Crimea. 
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Kuwait buries victims 
of blasts amid calls for 
tough anti-terror action 


KUWAIT (Agencies) — Kuwait Saturday 
buried most of the victims of Thursday’s res- 
taurant bombings amid calls for stronger 
action against terrorism in the Gulf. 
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The National Assembly, foe 
only elected Gulf Arab par- 
liament, afterwards went into spe- 
cial session to debate foe tragedy, 
in which eight were killed and 89 
injured as blasts ripped through 
two crowded cafes on foe city’s 
seafront. 

A hunt continued for foe bom- 
bers but there was no official word 
of any arrests so for. 

Local newspapers added their 
voice to calls by the imams (pre- 
achers) in Friday prayers for a fur- 
ther security dampdown to stamp 
out subversion. 

"The wise way to meet foe cha- 
llenge posed by saboteurs is to 
close ranks, reinforce security, 
self-confidence and self-reliance, 
the Kuwait Times said in a front- 
page editorial. 

Imams, in a virtual chorus atthe 
state's mosques, have called for 
saboteurs to be given the harshest 
possible punishments in acc- 
ordance with Islamic law. 

Saudi Arabia joined other A rab 
states in denouncing foe blasts, for 
which a little-known group called 
the “Arab Revolutionary Bri- 
gades Oigahisatioh” claimed res- 
ponsibility. 

• The Saudi Press Agency, quo- 
ting a statement by foe Saudi 


“strongly condemns and den- 
ounces violence and terrorism 
anywhere.”

Kuwaiti 
embassy 
official 
kidnapped 
in Beirut 

BEIRUT (AP) — Die Kuwaiti 
embassy’s press attache, Wajed 
Ahmaa Doumani, was kidnapped 
by unidentified gunmen in west 
Beirut two days ago. police said 
Saturday. 

The police report said Mr. 1 
Doumani, in his late 50s, was abd- 
ucted Thursday morning on Bei- 
rui's seaside comiche while en 
roui - from his home in the seaside 
Jnali neighbourhood to foe emb- 
assy compound, less than two kil- 
ometre- to the south. 

At least force gunmen, acc- 
ording io foe report, stopped foe 
American car carrying a dip- 
lomatic plate, pulled Mr. Dou- 
mani out from foe seat next to foe 
driver, and ordered the chauffeur 
at gunpoint to drive on. 

No-one claimed responsibility 
for foe abduction* 

Mr. Doumani, a Lebanese-born 
Kuwaiti, has served in foe dip- j 
lomatic mission here since June 
1969. 

Thirteen ofoer foreigners — 
seven Americans, four Fre- 
nchmen, a Briton and an Iranian 
— have been kidnapped in Beirut ! 
since March 1984. 

The shadowy Islamic Jihad, a 
group believed made up of Shf he 
Muslim fundamentalists, has da-‘ 
imed it is holding the missing 
Americans and Frenchmen. 

The group has said it will free 
foe captives only after 17 men arr- 
ested in Kuwait on charges of 
bombing attacks against foe U.S. 
and French embassies and ofoer 
installations were freed. 

Sources dose to Mr. Dpumanfs 
family told Reuter the gunmen 
who kidnapped Mr. Doumani had 
contacted his family to inquire 
about his nationality.

AMMAN ( J.T.) — Speaker of foe 
Lower House of Parliament Akef 
Al Fayez Saturday cabled foe spe- 
aker of foe Kuwaiti National Ass- 
embly, Mr. Ahmad Al Sa’adoim, 
condemning Thursday’s bomb 
attacks in Kuwait in which eight 
people were (tilled and 89 were inj- 
ured.

Assad sends message to 
Gemayel on new plan

BEIRUT (Agencies) — Syrian 
President Hafez Al Assad sent a 
message Saturday to Lebanese- 
President Amin Gemayel on a 
Syrian-backed plan to end militia 
anarchy in west Beirut, gov- 
ernment sources said amid reports 
that a 35-member team of Syrian 
observers was due in Beirut over 
the weekend to oversee foe imp- 
lementation of tbe’plan. 

The message was conveyed by 
foe Syrian anny intelligence chief. 
Brigadier Ghazi Kanaan, in a 
45-minute meeting with Mr. 
Gemayel at his summer palace in 
the mountain resort of Bickfaya, 
the sources told Reuter. 

No statement was issued after 
foe meeting and contents of foe 
message were not known, the sou- 
rces said. Brig. Kanaan later left 
Bickfaya for Lebanon's defence 
ministry, accompanied by Leb- 
anese army intelligence chief 
Simon Kassis, they added. 

The Beirut security plan was 
agreed at talks in Damascus this 
week by Lebanese Muslim leaders 
concerned to halt a spate of da- 
shes in foe capital pitting Sbfite 
Muslim militiamen against Druze 
and Sunni fighters and a 34-day 
siege by foe Shiite militia of three 
Palestinian refugee camps. 

Die AP, also quoting gov- 
ernment sources, said the Syrian 
observer team was due in Beirut 
on Sunday. Beirut Radio said foe 
ream was expected in foe Leb- 
anese capital in 48 hours. 

A newly established “coo- 
rdination committee”, grouping 
the country’s main militia com- 
manders, political leaders and 
army officers, agreed at. its fust 
meeting Friday on an Outline for a 
new security plan for foe capital. 

The committee met again Sat- 
urday but sources dose to the del- 
iberations said finalising the mea- 
sures and their implementation 
awaits foe arrival erf foe Syrians 
observers. 

Several plans to aid militia 
reign in both mainly Christian east- 
ana mostly Muslim west Beirut 
have failed to hold for more than a 
few days- 

Syria, whidb emerged as foe 


main power broker in Lebanon 
following foe collapse of foe Uni- 
ted States diplomacy in February 
1984, pledged earlier it will help 
Lebanon counter a U.S. embargo 
of its only commercial airport — a 
move which, if widely enforced, 
would seriously harm Lebanon’s 
already battered economy. 

But the United States is ins- 
istent it will not lift the blockade 
until the fractured government 
tightens security at foe airport, 
effectively in foe hands of mil- 
itiamen. 

The U.S. embargo on Beirut 
atport followed foe hijacking of 
the Trans World Airlines jetlines 
from Athens to Beirut last month 
and foe abduction of some of its 
American passengers and crew by 
Lebanese militants. 

Die White House welcomed a 
Beirut Radio report Friday that 
foe Lebanese government has 
ordered foe prosecution of foe 
three hijackers, one of whom kil- 
led a U.S. navy frogman during 
the 17-day hijack saga. 

In one of its newscasts foe radio 
also identified the hijackers for 
the first lime as Ali Atwi, Ali 
Younes and Ahmad Gharibeh. 
But it dropped the item altogether 
in later broadcasts. 

A rocket-propelled grenade 
was fired Friday evening at foe. 
radio station in west Beirut, cau- 
sing only material damage. 

Die attackers escaped and sou- 
rces at foe radio linked foe attack 
to foe report on the hijackers. 

Die “coordination committee” 
is headed by Prime Minister Ras- 
.hid Karami, who flew Friday to 
spend .foe weekend in Tripoli, his 
hometown, where bitter street 
fighting between rival militias has 
killed 45 mid wounded 125 since 
Monday. 

Security sources said the nor- 
thern port dry was quiet but tense 
Saturday and streets were des- 
erted around major flashpoints. 

Army troops patrolled most 
trouble spots but avoided a two- 
kflometre stretch of a street bar- 
ricaded by Muslim fun- 
damentalists battling the pro- 
Syrian Arab Democratic Party.

Reagan 
transfers 
power to 

Bush, 

undergoes 

surgery 

WASHINGTON ( R ) — Presidem 
Reagan transferred control of the 
govern men i io Vice-President 
George Bush Saturday shortly 
before undergoing major surgery 
to remove a large intestinal 
growth that early tests showed to 
be non-cancerous. 

Die surgery began at 11:48 a.m. 
(1548 GMT) at the Bethesda 
Naval Medical Centre, some 16 
kilometres from the White House. 
It was expected to last three to 
four hours. 

White House spokesman Larry 
Speakes said that shortly before 
the operation Mr. Reagan sent a 
letter to congressional leaders inf- 
orming them that he was turning 
over the reins of power to Mr. 
Bush. Speakes said that the move 
appeared to be unprecedented. 

Mr. Bush decided Saturday 
morning to cut short a stay at his 
summer home in Maine and flew 
back to Washington. 

Earlier in the day. Speakes said 
that preliminary tests showed that 
the large growth, or polyp, dis- 
covered in Mr. Reagan's abdomen 
Friday during a routine surgical 
procedure to remove a smaller, 
benign polyp, was non -cancerous. 

He also said sophisticated sca- 
nning' techniques indicated that 
there was no cancer in Mr. Rea- 
gan's bowel, liver or other organs. 

Mr. Reagan at 74 is foe oldest 
president in U.S. history and the 
only one to survive a would-be 
assassin's bullet. He completely 
recovered from foe wound suf- 
fered on March 30. 1981. 

Speakes said Mr. Reagan was in 
a cheerful mood as he was whe- 
eled from his S425-a-day hospital 
suite to foe operating room. 

"Mrs. Reagan walked beside, 
holding his hand. She went to the 
beginning of the sterile zone." 
Speakes said. ■’Both said ‘1 love 
you’. She then left." 

In his transfer of power letter 
addressed to Acting Senate Pre- 
sidem Strom Thurmond and Spe- 
aker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives Thomas “Tip" 
O’Neill. Mr. Reagan said: 

“I am about to undergo surgery 
during which time I will be briefly 
and temporarily incapable of dis- 
charging the constitutional powers 
and duties of foe office of the pre- 
sident of foe United States." 

“I shall advise you and foe vice 
presidem when 1 determine that I 
am able to resume the discharge of 
the constitutional power; an deput- 
ies of this office." Mr. Reagan told 
foe congressional leaders. 

The letter for all practical pur- 
poses gave Mr. Bush, Mr. Rea- 
gan's running mate in both the 
1 980 and 1 y84 elections, the legal 
busts to assume all the res- 
ponsibilities of the presidency. 

Under foe 25th amendment to 
foe U.S. Constitution, the vice 
president and a majority in foe 
cabinet cun certify that foe pre- 
sidem is unable to discharge his 
powers and duties. In that case, 
foe vice presidem can become act- 
ing president. 

A president resumes his powers 
and duties when he tells Congress 
foal he is able io do so. _ 

Die portion of the 25 th ame- 
ndment involving a presidential 
d lability has never been invoked 
before and the White House was 
careful to say it was not invoking 
it in this situation. 

Even though Speakes said pre- 
liminary biopsy tests showed foe 
glandular growth in Mr. Reagan's 
intestine to be non-cancerous, a 
number of cancer specialists were 
present during the surgery per- 
formed by Dr.^Dale Oiler, a navy 
captain and chief surgeon at foe 
hospital. 

“I can assure you that the pre- 
sident is in top-notdi spirits," 
Speakes said. 


AMMAN (J.T.) — In a move cle- 
arly seen as aimed at revitalising 
foe stagnated real estate sector, 
foe Cabinet Saturday formed a 
new committee to study foe exi- 
sting regulations covering land 
and building transactions, taxes, 
and investments and to submit 
recommendations to foe Cabinet. 

In an ordinary session chaired 
by Prime Minister Zaid Rifai, foe 
Cabinet reviewed the existing 
rules and regulations and the str- 
ucture of taxes on land and bui- 
ldings and entrusted the new 
committee with foe task of dra- 
wing up recommendations on 
reducing the taxes. 

The proposed amendments env- 
isage income tax exemptions for 
income from the sale of land, red- 
uctions of fee charged for reg- 
istering land safe/purxhase deeds. 
relaxation of rules covering pur- 
chase of land by real estate com- 
panies within the limits of urban 
settlement boundaries for dev- 
elopment and investment, and 
permission for projects to develop

AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan is con- 
tinuing its efforts to block Israeli 
moves to dose down foe Hospioe 
Hospital in Jerusalem and is in 
close contact with various Arab 
and international organisations to 
stop “this arbitrary measure which 
is in violation of international laws 
and human rights," Health Min- 
ister Zaid Hamzeh said Saturday. 

In a statement carried by foe 
Jordanian News Agency, Petra, 
Dr. Hamzeh said Jordan has ref- 
uted all Israeli allegations that 
serve as a pretext for the occ- 
upation authorities’ decision to 
close the hospital, which serves as 
the only Arab institution in Jer- 
usalem, providing medical ser- 
vices to a large number of citizens 
in the occupied territories who 
cannot afford to pay the high costs 
of Israeli hospitals. 

Die Ministry of Health has sent 
several memoranda to foe World 
Health Organisation (WHO), the 
International Human Rights 
Commission and other int- 
ernational organisations, refuting 
foe Israeli allegation that the hos- 
pital’s buildings were unfit for use. 
Dr. Hamzeh said. 

The minister added that Jordan 
raised foe issue of the hospital at a 
recent extraordinary meeting of 
the Arab Health Ministers Cou- 
ncil and the council approved fin- 
ancial grants to repair and mai- 
ntain the hospital building.

The Cabinet decided to deradi 
certain departments of foe Jordan 
Valley Authority (JVA) and tra- 
nsfer them io the Water Authority 
of Jordan (WAJ1. These dep- 
artments are mostly pertaining to 
water and water resources. 

The Cabinet 3lso decided to 
transfer several departments in 
WAJ dealing with imitation to the 
JVA. 

The Cabinet also endorsed a JD 
6 million budget of foe Health 
Insurance Fund for 1985 and app- 
roved the fund’s staff req- 
uirements. 

The Cabinet also approved new 
regulations covering compulsory 
car insurance against third party 
liability and an amendment to foe 
existing law on practising pha- 
rmacists. 


ASEAN seeks to include debate

KUALA LUMPUR (R) — 
South-East Asia has askea foe 
United States to raise foe Kam- 
puchean problem at high-level 
tails with the Soviet Union, inc- 
luding the Reagan -Gorbachev 
summit in November, a senior 
US. State Department official 
said here Saturday. 

U.S. Assistant Secretary for Far 
East and Pacific Affairs Paul Wol- 
fowitz said the Association of 
South-East Asian Nations 
(ASEAN) also wanted foe issue 
on foe agenda for talks between 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz and Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Eduard Shevardnadze in 
Helsinki later this month. 

Mr. Wolfowitz was speaking at 


a press conference at the end of 
three days erf talks between senior 
ministers from ASEAN and their 
Pacific and Western allies where 
the Kampuchean conflict was foe 
■centre piece. 

The Soviet Union gives full 
backing to Hanoi's war effort in 
Kampuchea where 160.000 to 
180.000 Vietnamese troops have 
been fighting guerrilla forces of a 
loosely knit alliance. 

ASEAN foreign ministers from 
Malaysia. Thailand. Indonesia, 
foe Philippines. Singapore and 
•Brunei made their views known 
when they met Mr. Shultz for their 
annua! dialogue Friday. Mr. Wol- 
fowitz said.

“Die talks were not a failure. It 
was a preliminary step, although 
substantial progress could not be 
made,” a spokesman for foe 
Eelam National Liberation Front 
(ENLF) alliance of four major 
guerrilla groups told Reuters by 
telephone from Madras. 

Trouble flared at the India- 
sponsored talks in foe Bhutanese 
capital of Thimphu when the Sri 
Lankan delegation accused one of 
foe guerrilla groups of trying to 
assassinate President Junius Jay- 
ewardene on Thursday. 

Tamil delegates brushed aside 
foe charge, saying it was aimed at 
diverting attention from the dea- 


dlock over demands for Tamil 
Autonomy. 

Die Thimphu talks stalled after 
Tamil guerrilla groups earlier rej- 
ected Sri Lankan proposals to set 
up district councils to devolve lim- 
ited powers to foe island's 2.5 mil- 
lion minority. 

The ENLF spokesman said foe 
proposals were rejected because 
they failed to meet foe basic asp- 
irations of foe.Tamils. 

Indian Foreign Secretary Rom- 
esh Bhandari flew to Thimphu 
after foe alleged attempt to bomb 
Mr. Jayewardene and met del- 
egates who later agreed to resume 
discussions in Thimphu in August, 
foe spokesman said. 

The ENLF spokesman denied 
involvement in foe bomb plot and 
said it had been “stage-managed" 
by foe Sri Lankan government to 
undermine foe peace talks.

Meanwhile fire broke out Fri- 
day at a heavy crude unit in Kuw- 
ait's Ai Shuaiba Refinery, but was 
quickly put out, a spokesman for 
the Kuwait National Petroleum 
Corporation said Saturday. 

He attributed the fire to a tec- 
hnical fault and said there were no 
casualties. The impact on ope- 
rations was minimal and the unit ' 
continued to work at full capacity, 
he added. 

The refineiy has a capacity of 
160,000 barrels a day, and is one 
of the largest crude oil processing 
units in Kuwait. 

Kuwait news agency said that 
two fire brigade units were dis- 
patched to combat the blaze in 
hydrogen unit number seven but 
provided no further details. 

The fire occurred as the country 
mourned the death of 1 1 persons 
in the overnight bombing of two 
crowded seaside cafes. Another 8 
persons were injured in the blasts.

Gulf Arab states denounce Kuwait blast 


BAHRAIN ( R) — Gulf Arab sta- 
tes have denounced the restaurant 
bomb blasts in Kuwait on Thu- 
rsday in which eight people were 
killed and 89 injured, tire official 
Saudi press agency reported. 

It quoted a statement by the 
Saudi Royal Court Friday night as 
saying that “while Saudi Arabia 
shares Kuwait's grief, it strongly 
condemns and denounces vio- 
lence and terrorism anywhere.” 

The agency also quoted a senior 
North Yemeni official as saying 
his country supported the Kuwaiti 
people and any other Arab cou- 
ntry which might be subjected to 
“acts of treachery and aggression 
regardless of their source.” 

The agency quoted King Fahd. 
in a telephone call to Kuwait's 
rule. Sheikh Jaber Al Ahmad AI 
Sabah, as reaffirming Saudi Ara- 
bia's support for Kuwait and con- 
demning “the terrorist and cri- 
minal acts which Kuwait has been 
subjected to.” 

The Saudi Arabian Foreign 
Minister. Prince Saud Al Faisal,' 
left for Kuwait to discuss the 
blasts, it added. 

Newspapers in the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE) called Saturday 
for joint Arab action to combat 
terrorism after the Kuwait blasts. 


An editorial in Dubai's Al 
Bayan said the bombings required 
a “studied Arab Gulf effort to 
confront terrorism and foil att- 
empts to toy with the security and 
stability of die countries of the reg- 
ion.” 

“A threat to the security of one 
sisterly country surely opens die 
door to risks to other countries, 
either in the Gulf or elsewhere in 
the Arab World,” it said. 

Al Ittihad referred to die need 
for “decisive and complete mea- 
sures to dose gaps in the internal 
and external fronts in the- force of 
advancing internal dangers.” 

The UAE government Friday 
night condemned the blasts as a 
“despicable crime" and said Kuw- 
ait's security was inseparable from 
that of the Gulf as a whole, the 
Emirates News Agency reported. 

In Muscat, the Omani Foreign 
Ministiy, denouncing the blasts, 
said in a statement die Kuwaiti 
people were being “subjected to a 
campaign of. terrorism, organised 
by outside forces, aimed at und- : 
ermining Jthe security and stability 
which die Kuwaiti society enj- 
oys." 

In Beirut, newspapers reacted 
to the blasts by linking them to the 
recent TWA hijack crisis in Leb- 


anon, commenting that America's 
retaliatory move to dose down 
Beirut Airport was a bad example 
of how to fight international ter- 
rorism. 

“The sound of the Kuwait exp- 
losions echoes in Washington 
even before it does so in the cap- 
itals of the (Gulf) region,'' said the 
conservative daily Al- Anwar. 

It said a recent call by U.S- 
Vice-President George Bush for a 
coordinated worldwide response 
to terrorism suggested Was- 
hington was moving, mistakenly, 
towards “pre-emptive, military 
solutions”. 

“Failure remains closer than 
success. America cannot use the 
big slick, while the carrot it waves 
is tiny and dry.”

Lebanese clearing Israeli trenches in Bekaa 


BAALBECK, Lebanon (R) — 
Workmen contracted to a Saudi 
Arabian millionaire have begun 
removing trendies and barricades 
along former Israeli lines. in East 
Lebanon in a bid to reclaim the 
land for agricultural use. 

Eyewitnesses said the Hariri 
Foundation, a charitable body 
headed by businessman Rafiq 
Hariri, had started a campaign to 


fill in trenches and dig up for- 
tifications along a 25 kilometre 
stretch of the eastern Bekaa Val- 
ley. 

Workers said they would rem- 
ove the last vestiges of 29 Israeli 
camps between the villages of 
Amiq and Khixbet Rouha. The 
camps are protected by trenches 
more than three metres deep and 
six metres wide. 

Israeli troops withdrew last 


April from the Bekaa, where they 
confronted a line of Syrian mil- 
itary emplacements, as part of a 
phased withdrawal from Lebanon. 
Syrian troops later cleared the 
area of Israeli landmines. 

After Israel's 1982 invasion 
Hariri carried out major reb- 
uilding and humanitarian projects 
in the southern Lebanese port of 
Sidon, his birthplace.

Lebanese suffer from 
drugs, drunkenness, 
divorces and depression 


BEIRUT (AP) — In a decade of 
civil wa r. one in 40 of Lebanon's 4 
million people has died violently 
— victims of Israeli air attacks, art- 
illery feuds between Falangist and 
opposition, street battles between 
rival militias and suicide bombings 
by radicals. 

Daily death tolls are updated by . 
police, hospital morgues, the Red 
Cross and civil defence offices and 
routinely reported by Lebanon's 
lively newspapers, radio stations 
and television channels. 

But civil war, sectarian strife 
and a three-year occupation by 
Israeli troops have claimed cou- 
ntless other largely und- 
ocumented casualties- in a land 
where few people are untouched 
by conflict 

Drug addiction, drunkenness, 
divorces and depression — sym- 
ptoms of tensions and traumas 
bom out of die troubles — have 
reached record levels, expens say. 

They say part of the problem 
springs from westernisation, mai- 
nly in the cities and in the 
Falangist-dominated countryside. 

But they contend that a decade 
of war psychosis has ripped apart 
the fabric of society. 

Widespread drunkenness and 
alcoholism and an upsurge in div-. 
ortes are accepted by sociologists 
and marriage counsellors as unf- 
ortunate but predictable results of 
prolonged stress. 

Dr. Adnan Sabbagh. a psy- 
chologist at the American Uni- 
versity of Beirut, offers grim sta- 
tistical pointers to the extent of 
other social ills based on int- 
erviews with patients and res- 
earchers' studies carried out in the 
capital. 

— 35 per cent of newborns are 
bom physically deformed or men- 
ially retarded because their mot- 
hers “couldn't take it (the war) 
anymore” and turned to tra- 
nquillisers during pregnancy. 

— Some four-fifths of teenagers 
smoke cigarettes, against 2 per 
cent before die outbreak of civil 
war in April 1975. 


— 45 per cent of adolescents 
regularly use hard drugs like her- 
oin, a fivefold increase in 10yeai5. 

A professor of nutrition and 
pathology at the American Uni- 
versity, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity, told the Associated 
Press: “Many teenagers, mostly 
(militia) fighters, came to me for 
treatment. These were really dreg 
addicts. They were badly involved 
with strong stuff — heroin. Most 
of them were uneducated. I cou- 
ldn't go into details (about their 
problems) with diem.” 

But he noted that fewer cases 
were reaching him in the past year, 
since some religious leaders, who 
frown on drink and drugs, have 
sought to transform Lebanon, 
with 60 {Kr cent of the population 
Muslim, into a fundamentalist Isl- 
amic state. 

Militiamen needing reh- 
abilitation, he said, were now 
“afraid'' that doctors might report 
them to their leaders. “If these 
people had come to us (doctors) 
they could have been treated,” he 
said. 

Mirvat Awada is typical of some 
Lebanese who suffered from war- 
induced unemployment, believed, 
to have hit about half of the work' 
force. . ■ 

; “My husbandcouldn’t afford to 
rent a house,” she said. 

“He couldn't find a job, so we 
slept at ray family’s home for a 
while, then at his parents' house 
until there was a time when he 
couldn't take it any more. He 
began drinking and became alc- 
oholic. Thank God we don't have 
children.” she said. 

Awada, who successfully sued 
for divorce, added, “I feel very 
sorry for both of us. but ibis is how 
the war has affected us all... And 
I'm not the only one." 

Forsome young lovers marriage 
prospects are dashed. 

Wassim, who now lives with his 
mother and younger brother, said, 
“This war has touched everyone 
one way or another. Things will 
never be the same.” 


WASHINGTON (USIA) — Vice 
President George Bush, says that 
there are indications that Lebanon 
is making “an effort to do more 
about securing" the Beirut Air- 
porL 

“I think they want to do that, 
and do apprehend” the hijackers 
of TWa Flight 847, Mr. Bush said 
in an interview on ABCs “Good 
Morning America” programme. 

How/ever, the vice president 
said he could not confirm reports 
by Beirut Radio that the Lebanese 
government has authorised the 
pursuit and prosecution of the 
gunmen who hijacked the Ame- 
rican jetliner and killed a U.S. 
Navy diver who was on board. 

Following is the transcript'of the 
interview: 

J: We are hearing these reports 
.this morning that Beirut Radio, 
it's called, supposedly controlled 
by Amal, is reporting that they've 
authorised the apprehension and 
perhaps prosecution of the ori- 
ginal three hijackers. What's our. 
government’s reaction to that? 

A: Well, the government’s rea- 
ction is, we can't confirm that yet. 
Just before coming here I checked 
with our situation room, and there 
is no confirmation. 

I would only say. in an effort to 
be somewhat optimistic, that there 
appears to be now in Lebanon — 
even though their government is 
separated — an effort to do more 
abou (securing the airport. I think 
they want to do that, and to app- 
rehend these people. But we can't 
confirm this at all. 

2- What are our options, Mr. 
vice-president? We've called for 
their extradition. If justice is not 
done regarding these three men. 
what are our options? 

A: Well, they are very limited. 
And I guess the worst thing I could 
do would be to define what it is we 
might do. But I think we should 
press for the extradition and trial 
and prosecution of these cri- 
minals. And we are not at all pes- 
simistic about being able to get 
that done. So I think Td leave it 
right there. 

But, then, beyond that, you've 
seen what our suggestions have 


been about Beirut Airport. We’re 
not trying to penalise the innocent 
people of Lebanon . We’re not try- 
ing to penalise a government 
that’s suffering enough anyway, 
but we arc saying that airport can- 
not con tinue to operate as a haven 
for terrorists in almost anarchic 
form. So there arc options that are 
underway right now to correct 
abuse, and there are plenty of eff- 
orts to get ahold of these people 
that conducted this murder — the 
murder of Stethem. 

£ When you're talking about 
cautious optimism, does this apply 
as well to the seven Americans 
who are still being held hostage? 

A: I can't quantify my emotions 
for you ext that one. but let — I've 
(been) watching it very careful|y. 
The president 'is extraordinarily 
concerned. We are — just as we 
couldn't talk about the specifics 
that were underway when wo were 
trying to free those hostages, we 
can't talk about the specifics that 
have been underway, and arc 
underway, to free the seven. 

So I can’t say optimism, butl do 
want to say — because there’s an 
awful lot of anguish in the country 
with the families and ail — that 
efforts are really going full blast to 
uy to get them out of there. 

J: While you’ve been out of the 
country. President Reagan has 
talked’ lough more than once, 
using all sorts of touch adjectives 
to describe terrorists and what the 
U.S. response might be. Yet. with 
those seven held, as you just said 
earlier, there's really not mud) wc 
can do. Are we in'effeci talking 
loud and carrying a small stick? 

A: No, because the hostages are 
out of there — a lot erf them — not 
the seven. But the TWA hostages 
are out. and so I think a mixture of 
the carrot and the stick are good. 

You know, we forget that one of 
the demands of — during that hol- 
ding of the TWA hostages was ihe 
removal of the Sixth Fleet from off 
the coast of Lebanon. That didn't 
take place. And the president — 
some were saying — “there is. 
macho, putting the fleet in there.” 
It's a combination of carrot and 
stick.

Alia obtains

AMMAN — Alii, the Jordanian 
Airline, has obtained SI 5 miltion 
in compensation for the loss of one 
of its aircraft which was destroyed 
by hijackers in Beirut on June 12. 
The cl aims were paid by the 
Jordan-French Insurance Com- 
pany which is based in Amman 
and which deals wife an int- 
ernational re-insurance syndicate, 
fee company's Vice-Chairman 
and Director General Wa'el 
Zo’rob said Saturday. 

Mr. Zo’rob told fee Jordan 
Tunes that his company and Alia 
have agreed on claims for fee loss 
of fee aircraft and luggage as fixed 
in fee insurance policy for fee 
Boeing 727 which was blown up at 
Beirut International Airport fol- 
lowing a two-day hijack. 

A spokesman for Alia Saturday 
confirmed fee figure for fee claim 
but did not elaborate. Both Alia 
and fee insurance company lau- 
nched joint efforts to determine a 
fixed claim for fee plane as ins- 
urance claims sometimes differ 
from fee fixed figures written in 
the policy, Mr. Zo’rob explained. 

The Jordan-French Insurance 
Company is fee only local com- 
pany entrusted with insurance for 
the Alia fleet of aircraft and it has 
a long record in this field, Mr. 
Zo’rob said.Hesaid that this is the 
second time feat Alia has lost 
plane from its fleet A crash in 
Doha, Jatar, in 1979 resulted in 
fee loss of a 727 and fee company 
paid all its commitments following 
feat accident Mr. Zo'rob pointed 
out.

SOS village to provide a family, life for Jordanian orphans

AMMAN — Jordanian orphans, 
who haV6nd']frfaM fbnim fot 
ief, will soon be’caiered for by a 
new S.O.S. 'children’s village 
which will provide a home and 
family for children who are des- 
erted. destitute or who have no 
relatives to offer them care. * 

The Jordan S.O.S. village. loc- 
ated on an area of 33 dunums in al 
'Tabbarbour, 10-minutes drive 
from AI-Hussein Youth City, wfll 
be completed at an estimated cost 
of JD 500,000. It is a project of the_ 
Kinderdorf-Verlag organisation 
which has its head quarters in Ins- 
brack, Austria and which was fou- 
nded by Herman Gemeiner. ■ 

The village, scheduled to open 
in Spring 1986, consists of twelve 
’ ‘family’ villas. “Each child will 
have a mother to guide him. since 
- orphans usually have a lot of psy- 
chological problems” says S.O.S. 
Middle East regional rep- 
resentative Wolfgang Von Nidda. 

He told the Jordan Times that 
children are accepted at ages from 
birth 'up to eight years and they 
live with their new ’mother’ in a 
family atmosphere. “We do not 
accept children above eight bec- 
ause it is more difficult for them to 
adapt to their new family.” Mr. 
Von Nidda said. 

Children in these villages live a 
normal family life. They go to sch- 
ool and return home to their mot- 
her. sisters and brothers' to have 
lunch, study and play, things usu- 
ally done by ordinary children. 
Mr. Von Nidda explained. 

“It is in these villages that dep- 
rived children realise the meaning 
of love and life.” given to them by 
an S.O.S. mother who is usually a 
single, widowed or divorced 
woman aged between 25 and 40 
years who devotes her life to offer 
emotional stability and mental 
guidance to these children, he 
adds. 

The S.O.S. villages usually inc- 
lude a school, a supermarket, a 
laundery, an administrative com- 
plex play grounds, an amp- 
hitheatre and a bakery: There are 
separate family villas wife, four 
bedrooms, one for boys, another 


for giris, one for children under 
seven and one for the mother, who 
usually shares it wife a baby if inf- 
ants are placed in her family. In 
'addition; there. is a kitchen, living 
and dining-room and a terrace; 

• Programmes in these villages 
are multiple and varied, but.it. 
depends on the mothers and the 
village administration to make fee 
S.D5. village “a lively or a sleepy 
place,” stressed Mr. Von Nidda. 

Mothers 

The mother has to be und- 
erstanding and mature in order to 
cope wife her new children, taking 
into consideration that every 
normal family has arguments and 
misunderstandings which are usu- 
ally solved by parental judgement. 
Mothers also have to love their 
children and really care for them. 
“It may sound a very simple sta- 
tement, but its application is very 
complex.” said Mr. Von Nidda. 

Therefore, eadi selected mot- 
her has to undergo a three-month 
training course at an S.OS. tra- 
ining centre where she learns how 
to cater for her family’s physical 
and mental needs, bow to be a 
housewife, in addition to home 
economics and other tasks which 
she shold know before fee can 
take care of her eight to 12 chi- 
ldren plus her house, Mr. Yon 
Nidda pointed out In each S.OS 
village there is an advisor to offer 
psychological guidance to mothers 
in case “problems arise in a 
house” he said. 

The concept of social int- 
egration between orphans and chi- 
ldren from the outside com- 
munity, who usually form 80 per 
.cent of fee students at a S.OS. 
kindergarten is a major issue for 
fee S.O.S. administration. “It is 
difficult to integrate an orphan 
into society, especially since peo- 
ple reject orphans,” Mr. Von 
Nidda said. Kindergarten children 
normally treat fee orphans as 
normal children until their parents 
interfere and tell their children not 
to sit next to this child or talk to 
him because he is an orphan”, Mr. 
Von Nidda pointed out It is only 
when this negative soda! attitude 
is bypassed that fee S.O.S. chi- 


ldren fed they are normal chi- 
ldren. he added. “This attitude is 
widespread all over fee globe, in 
the Arab World, Europe and 
America but it should never bin- 
der fee S.O.S., villages from pro?: 1 ’ 
viding fee best care to these di(-.. 
Idren” he romiriu&r 

“Children admitted to the vil- 
lage should have proof feat there 
is ooone to care for (hem, because 
when fee child joins us we are res- 
ponsible for him. We don’ t like h is 
relatives to interfere because at 
times it could be destructive to the 
child’s personality" Mr. Von 
Nidda said. 

“Of course, admittance to fee 
village also depends on his family 
record and age, as well as fee cap- 
abilities of the S.O.S. mother. 
After this fee child is taken into 
fee S.O.S. community and bec- 
omes a member of a family”, he 
explained. 

Usually, the S.O.S. village adm- 
inistration does not allow fee chi- 
ldren's relatives to visit often. 
“Our past experience shows feat a 
lot of these children get depressed 
for a week or cry once they see a 
member of their old family”. Mr.

Social difficulties 

At fee stan of S.O.S. villages in 
the Middle East, fee adm- 
inistration and staff encountered 
social difficulties regarding their 
policies and operations. Mr. Von 
Nidda explained feat society was 
“at odds” with the organisation 
because it provided mixed housing 
and becasue fee idea of a new 
“mother” conradicted social con- 
cepts of sodal structure and Arab 
traditions.” Now, people have rea- 
lised fee idea behind fee S.O.S. 
village and feat a family is the best 
setting for a child to grow up in 
and we gradually overcame these 
obstacles,” he said. 

The idea of establishing a chi- 
ldren’s village in Jordan could

There are more than 500 pro- 
jects which were initiated and 
sponsored by fee Austrian based 
S.O.S. Kinderdorf-Verlag inc- 
luding 240 children's villages spr- 
ead throughout the globe. The 
o ther projects are training centres, 
model farms, schools and health 
dinics. "We always stress ass- 
ociated projects in feat, if we build 
a village and fee nearby com- 
munity lacks a kindergarten or a 
school, S.O.S. builds one”, Mr. 
Von Nidda said. 

More than 5,000,000 private 
European donators contribute 


yearly to the organisation as fri- 
ends of fee S.OJS. villages. 

The founder of fee S.O.S. vil- 
lages. Mr. Gemeiner. was bom in 
-1919. His own mother died when 
he was only five years old and alt- 
hough he was raised- by his bro- ‘ 
there, sisters and father he never 
forgot fee loss of his mother. 

After fee Second World War, 
he studied medicine at Wildkeircfa 
University and witnessed fee 
post-war tragedy of many hom- 
eless or parentless children. This 
led him to establish fee first S.OS. 
village in Imsi. Tyrol and fee idea 
spied from there to more than 76 
countries. In fee Middle East 
there are two-villages in Lebanon, 
three in Egypt and one each in 
Syria. Morocco, Tunisia, Algeria 
and now one in Jordan. 

In an S.OS. publication, fee 
organisation's founder Gemeiner 
said: "The reward for our work, 
our trouble and oursacrificeis fee 
happy laughter of fee twenty tho- 
usand children in fee S.OS. chi- 
ldren’s villages all over fee world, 
who now have a permanent home 
. and a family of their own”.

IN SPITE of the continuous infighting and disarray in Arab 
ranks, hardly a day passes by without new and heroic acts by 
Palestinian and Lebanese resistance groups, whether Inside 
Israel, the West Bank and Gaza, or the Israeli occupied ter- 
ritories in South Lebanon. In the past week alone, several 
guerrilla and suicide attacks were carried out against Israeli 
and Israeli-backed targets such as the Labd militias in Israel’s 
so-called “security zone”. Anti-occupation protests are also 
continuing — in all forms and under afl circumstances, most of 
the time. 

Demoralised by fratricidal conflicts, and faced with Israel's 
so phistica ted machinery of repression, Arab resistance to the 
occupation would not be expected to mount — even to continue 
under these difficult circumstances. But it is, and the phe- 
nomenon is (me big bright spot in an otherwise dark Arab dry. 

What does this mean? What does the experience teach us? 

The first card hiallesson is that there can be no peace made or 
sustained through invasion and occupation. Secondly, that the 
hundreds of thousands of Israeli troops and their surrogate 
mflfitias, the best weaponry in the world and the most gruesome 
example of superpower and international apathy and foot- 
dragging, cannot kill the spirit of resistance by the oppressed. 

The third lesson that has to be learned is that peace in the 
Middle East could never be achieved through Israel’s outblown 
concern about its security; and in this respect, the West in 
particular has to understand that seeing Israeli “security” as 
the bottom line of any developments towards regional peace is 
as false and empty as the self-proclaimed ability of the Israeli 
army to assure the safety of Tel Aviv and northern Galilee by 
occupying the West Bank and Gaza and invading Lebanon. 

But perhaps more important than anything else is the fact 
that the true spirit of Arab resistance cannot be undermined by 
whatever feuds the Arab states choose to have among them. 
For it must have been dear to those who have given their lives 
voluntarily and willingly, in Palestine and) Lebanon, that there 
is only oneway to make Israel accept Arabrigbts, and that is by 
confronting its schemes and threats head-on — not by fighting 
among ourselves, and Warning others for our troubles. 

It is shame that if these are lessons we are not really learning 
from them. The least we could do for those men and women 
who are daily sacrificing their lives to liberate the land is to rise 
above our petty differences and close ranks behind their cause.

Central Bank hikes interest on JDs 


BANK'S LENDING rate in 

Jordan rose by half a per- 
centage point as of last week to 
become 10.5 percent. 

The Central Bank of Jordan 
issued a new circular raising the 
ceiling of interest rate charged 
by commercial banks to their 
customers from 8.75 per cent 
to nine per cent per annum, 
and commission rate from 1 .25 
per cent to 1 .5 per cent — thus 
making the total cost of funds 
10.5 per cent per annum. 

According to the Central 
Bank’s circular, the new reg- 
ulations will not be applicable 
retroactively to current loans 
and lines of credit until mat- 
urity. The new higher rate will 


apply to new bank facilities and 
to the old facilities upon their 
renewal. 

Apparently, the transitional 
month, pending the transfer of 
authority to the new governor 
as of Aug. 1, 1985, will be very 
active and full of changes, new 
regulations and adjustments in 
the banking sector's activities. 

As noticed last week. I was 
not enthusiastic about the alt- 
eration in the banks' liquidity 
formula, which took place a 
few days earlier, and brought 
new items which did not pre- 
viously constitute liquidity into 
account. However, we are of 
the opinion that raising interest 
rate was a right step called for 


by the prevailing economic Cir- 
cumstances in the country. 

Some observers may think 
that this step came too late, and 
that the dose was. too little to 
make a difference, and that rai- 
sing interest rate on the Jordan 
dmar came on a background of 
dedining interest rates on the 
dollar and other European cur- 
rencies. 

They may also observe that 
'higher interest rate may dis- 
courage new investments, esp- 
ecially when real interest rate 
in Ae range of seven per cent 
(nominal interest rate of 10.5 
per cent minus inflation rate of 
3 J per cent) is too high. 

All these observations could 


be right, at least in part; yet a 
late step is much better than 
refraining from taking the app- 
ropriate measures indefinitely. 
The factors depress mg new 
investments are hardly related 
to the cost of financing. 

On the other hand, die pre- 
sent time may be ripe to rep- 
atriate part , of the Jordanian 
private capital abroad, which 
may have gone after the higher 
returns. Such capital is now 
disappointed due to the wea- 
kening dollar and tower int- 
erest rate. 

The assumption that per- 
sonal savings respond to higher 
interest rate is not accepted 
without reservations. Yet it is 


more likely that higher interest 
rate w31 encourage domestic 
savings and investments in ftn- 
anriai assets. Besides, it may 
give an incentive to converting ■ 
pan of the assets dominated in 
foreign currencies to Jordan 
dinars. 

This is especially so, because 
our exchange rate does not in 
any way reflect changes in int- 
erest or inflation rate, or the 
balance of payments outcome, 
or indeed any other internal 
factor. As far as exchange rate 
and external economy are con- 
cerned, we are on the special 
drawring rights (SDR’s) sta- 
ndard. 

This leads us to the fea- 


sibility of de-regulalion of inf- 
crest rate which, if floated, will 
find its own level under the 
supply and demand forces of 
the market, instead erf going on 
in our endless arguments on 
whether interest rate, must be 
lowered or raised by orders to. ; 
serve our purpose or another. 

Finally, the rates of interest 
paid on savings accounts and 
time deposits should also be 
raised, or left to the com- 
petition and market forces. 
Otherwise the new circular will 
have die effect of widening the 
margin of gross profitability of 
banks by overcharging debtor 
without passing part of the 
benefit to the depositors. 


Opposition says Mitterrand planning to pervert constitution

PARIS — President Francois Mit- 
terrand's refusal to abdicate cer- 
tain presidential powers if his Soc- 
ialist Party loses parliamentary 
elections next year has infuriated 
'the opposition and sparked fears 
of a constitutional crisis. 

Predicting his line of action if 
the conservative opposition wins 
the March 1986 National Ass- 
embly elections as expected. Mr. 
Mitterrand said this week he not 
only planned to remain in office 
until the end of his mandate in 
1988 but also aimed to keep def- 
ence and foreign policy as his exc- 
lusive preserve. 

“If foreign policy were removed 
(from my control) by a change in 


majority, that would be a coup 
d'etat.” he said. 

Dubbed “bombshell” by pol- 
itical commentators, the sta- 
tement has sparked off a stormy 
debate on how to define the pre- 
sident's powers as set down by the 

Is Wa 

It has also fuelled mounting 
public concern that France is hea- 
ding for a constitutional crisis next 
year. 

Under the constitution drawn 
up by General De Gaulle in 3 958, 
the presidential term was set at 
seven years and the legislative 
term at five. But since the system 
began, a president has never faced 
a parliamentary majority of a dif- 
ferent political creed. 

Jacques Toubon. secretary- 
general of the mainstream Neo- 
Gaul list RPR Party, accused Mr. . 


Mitterrand of twisting the law to 
suit his own ends instead of ref- 
erring to the “functions of the 
slateTaid down by the constitution 
and its practice”. 

“It is inadmissible that a man. 
faced with a popular vote against 
him, should decide on his own 
whim how the state should ope- 
rate.” Mr. Toubon told reporters. 

Although RPR leaders, who see 
themselves as the heirs of De Gau- 
lle. grudgingly admitted Mr. Mit- 
terrand had a constitutional right 
to stay in office until the end of his 
mandate, the prickty question of 
how. to share out power between 
the president and the prime min- 
ister previously had been avoided. 

According to Mr. Toubon, Mr. 
Mitterrand's role if forced to co- 
exist with a conservative gov- 


ernment would be to confine him- 
self to the strict letter of the law 
and act as “constitutional wat- 
chdog" and “supreme guarantor 
of the state, the nation and the 
constitution”. 

But Mr. Mitterrand, apparently 
referring to yet another chapter of 
the document which defines the 
president as “the guarantor of nat- 
ional independence and territorial 
integrity”. sees his role as supreme 
defence and foreign policy-maker. 

For political analysts, the row 
highlights the anomaly between 
the legislative and presidential 
terms written into the constitution 
as well as the ambiguities left by 
De Gaulle. 

The president, for example, is 
constitutionally defined as the 
“chief of the armed forces” but 
the prime minister remains res- 


ponsible for “national defence” 
and “government action”. 

To further confuse mat (era. an 
amendment introduced in 1964 
gives die president the power to 
push the button that will send Fra- 
nce's nuclear weapons to war aga- 
inst an enemy. 

As for foreign polity, the sit- 
uation also remains unclear. A 
stria interpretation such as Mr. 
Toubon's would pot foreign aff- 
airs under the heading “gov- 
ernment action”, which means it is 
the domain of the prime minister. 

But according to die tradition 
set by De Gaulle, major foreign 
polity options have since 1958 
been left in the hands of the pre- 
sident. De Gaulle, who took 
power during France's last col- 
onial war in Algeria, kept the gov- 
ernment out of foreign affairs to 


avoid opposition from even hK 
own ministers during his bid to 
end the Algerian war. 

But with trade and defence opt- 
ions intricately linked to foreign 
polity, analysts say it would be 
excessively difficult for Mr. Mit- 
terrand to retain foreign affairs 
without consulting with the gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Mitterrand, on the other 
hand, can hardly be expected to 
represent France internationally 
next year if he washes his hands of 
all real power, analysts say. 

“ Will he force De Gaulle to turn 
over in his tomb by contenting 
himself with opening flower- 
shows?” Le Monde said this week. 
“Nobody could seriously believe 
Mr. Mitterrand had developed a 
passion for horticulture so late in 
life.” 


Syria said to be intent on rebuilding prestige in Lebanon

DAMASCUS — Marathon mee- 
tings between Lebanese Muslim 
leaders and Syrian officials here 
last week marked an intensive Syr- 
ian effort to regain lost prestige 
among its Palestinian and Leb- 
anese allies, political observers 
say. 

Recent fighting in 'mainly Mus- 
lim west Beirut between ShFite 
forces and Druze, Sunni mil- 
itiamen and Palestinian fighters' 
destroyed previously strong Mus- 
lim solidarity there and left many 
groups questioning their all- 
egiance to Syria, they added. 

“Syna is very much concerned 
and worried about the events cur- 
rently taking place in Lebanon.” 
said an editorial about the Dam- 
ascus talks in the official English- 
language Syrian Times. 

A once-strong bond between 
Lebanon's two most powerful 
Syrian-backed militias, the Shi'ite 
Amal movement and mainly 
Druze Progressive Socialist Party 
( PSP), unravelled when Amal 
moved against three Beirut Pal- 
estinian refugee camps last May. 

Rye weeksofbitterfightingtbat 
followed killed some 640 people, 
wounded 2,500, displaced tho- 
usands of residents and left the 


camps mostly uninhabitable, relief 
agency officials said. 

Damascus-based Palestinian 
groups and Syria's main regional 
allies. Libya and Iran, urged Syria 
to restrain Amal and. once the fig- 
hting ended, were left wondering 
why Syria did not intervene soo- 
ner. diplomats said. 

“Syria’s reputation is at stake,” 
a --senior Lebanese official told 
reporters in r Beinu. “I’m sure 
they’ll do flieir best to stop the 
fighting arm come up with a sol- 
ution, and they’ll have to move 
fast because Syrian prestige is beg- 
inning to erode.” 

Syrian political sources say that 
although Damascus is the main 
power broker in Lebanon, it is not 
the only one. They admit some 
Palestinian and Lebanese groups 
began fishing for new allies after 
the events of May and June. 

They add that although the 
Damascus talks concluded with 
new security plans for Lebanon 
and a new formal alliance eme- 
rged between Amal and PSP, 
there is no guarantee that inter- 
militia fighting is finished. 

“Syria can advise, but cannot 
impose.” one political source said, 
referring to plans for all non-state 
armed forces to disband and dis- 
arm completely. 

Syria this week took new steps 
to bolster solidarity among its all- 


ies and regain lost political gro- 
und, diplomats said. 

Syrian Defence Minister Mus- 
tapha Tlass met Libyan leader 
Mu am mar Jadhafi in Tripoli to 
patch up relations strained by the 
Amal -Palest ini an fighting, they 
said. Libya is one of the main fin- 
ancial backers for the Damascus- 


based Palestinian “National Sal- 
vation Front”. 

Syrian Vice-President Abdul 
Halim Khaddam mediated talks 
between leaders of the Palestinian 
front. Amal leader Nabih Bern 
and PSP diief Walid Junblatt, the 
official Syrian News Agency 
SANA said. 


Syria also sent a team of eng- 
ineers, construction workers and 
heavy equipment to rebuild the 
Beirut refugee camps in a move to 
“raise the morale of the civilians" 
there, SANA said. 

A Syrian political source said 
there was still much work to be 


done to regain lost ground, and he 
pointed out that similar Syrian - 
mediated security plans to halt 
fighting in Beirut have worked 
only temporarily. 

“If there is no solution this 
time," he warned, "more fighting 
— heavy fighting — is inevitable.” 


London wilts under unprecedented invasion of U.S. lawyers

hotels, theatres and restaurants in 
the biggest U.S. invasion of the 
British capital since World War II. 

The natives are restless. 

Londoners might as well forget 
about renting cars, dining out or 
booking theatre seats while the 
American Bar Association 
(ABA) is in session here next 
week. 

Nearly 10.000 U.S. attorneys 
and judges with an equal number 
of spouses and other relatives 
have descended on a city already 
seething with tourists. It is now 
somewhat rare in Piccadilly to 
hear an English accent. 


About 120 hotels have been 
taken over by the lawyers, who 
have rented 4.000 hire cars for die 
five-day meeting. It will be ope- 
ned amid parliamentary pomp on 
Monday, with delegates treated to 
a speech of welcome by Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher. 

“This is the biggest convention 
ever held here.” said a spokesman 
of the London Visitor and Con- 
vention Bureau. "It may in fact be 
the largest off-shore convention 
staged anywhere in the world.” 
Britain is listed as “off-shore” 
in die ABA calendar of annual 
meetings, which come to this cou- 
ntry every 14 years. 

This time it is a bonanza for 
dollar-hungry British hoteliers 
and travel agents who estimate 
that the lawyers will spend at least 
30 million sterling ($40 million) 
on business with pleasure. 


Many are booked to venture out 
of London on trips that will take 
•them everywhere from placid tou- 
ur of rural England to dinner at 
Maxim's in Paris, lavish train jou- 
rneys on the Orient Express to 
Venice — and even a glimpse of 
Siberia. 

About $700 buys a visit to the 
Soviet Union, including three days 
on die Trans-Siberian Railway, 
according to American Express, 
the ABA’s official travel agents in 
London. 

“We have set up a rigorous bus- 
iness programme for the delegates 
but we do not dictate what they do 
with their free time.” said con- 
vention organiser Ernie Guy. 

Mr. Guy 62. has spent the past 
five months in London handling 
the headaches and the hassles that 
inevitably attend such a massive 
operation. “I get up at 2.30 every 


morning to do the paperwork 
while the phones are silent,” he 
told Reuters. 

The ABA. with 315.000 mem- 
bers. describes itself as the largest 
professional voluntary org- 
anisation in the world. Its leaders 
are often called to testify in con- 
gressional hearings. 

One of Mr. Guy's biggest pro- 
blems arose early this year when 
an independent travel agent of an 
unscrupulous nature found a way 
of massively overcharging del- 
egates using credit cards to buy 
London theatre tickets. 

some of the viaims found they 
were paying 8.000 sterling 
($11,000) for two seats at the hit 
musical “Cats”. 

“British banks and credit card 
companies have handled this rip- 
off and none of the lawyers will be 


out of .pocket.”’ Mr. Guy said. 
“The agent has fled overseas but 
die police know where he is and 
will be applying for extradition.” 

Mr. Guy. the ABA’s director of 
meetings, hailed Scotland Yard 
for its organisation of security saf- 
eguards for the thousands of 
American lawyers. ‘Tve never 
seen such cooperation from a pol- 
ice force." he said. 

London municipal Councillor 
David Simpson commented: “The 
city will be an American enclave 
next week. There has been not- 
hing like it since the GI's moved in 
during the war. 

“Some residents are grousing, 
but does it really matter if we find 
it difficult to get cabs or tickets for 
shows?”

On the opening day Mr. Mon- 
dale is due to chair a session on 
international collaboration aga- 
inst terrorism, with contributions' 
from FBI Director William Web- 
ster and Scotland Yard chief Sir 
Kenneth Newman. 

The opening ceremony will be 
conduaed on Monday in the Pal- 
ace of Westminster by Britain’s 
resplendency- robed Lord Cha- 
ncellor Hailsham. 

Mrs. Thatcher will deliver the 
welcome address in the glitter and ■ 
grandeur of London's Royal Alb- 
ert Hall. 

Then the convention will split 
into scores of separate meetings 
on such subjects as litigation costs 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 


Caribbean left begins to rebuild after the Grenada setback

BRIDGETOWN. Barbados — 
Still dazed from the Grenada crisis 
in October 1 983. left-wing groups 
in the Caribbean have begun tak- 
ing steps to rebuild support and 
patch up bitter feelings between 
them. 

Nearly all islands in the 
English-speaking Caribbean now 
have left-wing parties, ranging 
from orthodox Socialist to far- left 
Marxist groups, though few have 
more than about five per cent of 
popular support. 

“Their showing so far is pitiful, 
but they are articulate and have 


something of an audience.” a 
Western diplomat said. 

Events in Grenada, where lef- 
tist Prime Minister Maurice Bis- 
hop was ousted and killed in a blo- 
ody coup by hard-liners, shocked 
Caribbean left-wing groups and 
set back Cuban efforts to assist a 
cohesive regional movement. 

But this month’s elections in 
Dominica, where extreme leftists 
won three seats in parliament, 
prompted Prime Minister Eugenia 
Charles to warn that Marxist inf- 
luence could be on the upswing 
again. 

Rosie Douglas, an avowed 
Marxist and frequent visitor to 
Cuba, described his constituency 
win in Dominica as a positive sign 


for leftist political organisations. 

“I think it points a direction for 
all the poor and working people in 
the Caribbean.” 

Grenada’s invasion by U.S. for- 
ces spurred a move to the right in 
the Caribbean, but this has been 
checked- to some extent by the 
apparent inability of governments 
in Jamaica, Grenada and els- 
ewhere to overcome their eco- 
nomic problems. 

“There just aren't enough jobs, 
and escape valves such as emi- 
gration to other islands have been 
stopped.” the diplomat said. But 
6,000 still leave the eastern Car- 
ibbean each year for the United 
States.

‘King’s Cross’ to become saucy but safe

SYDNEY — Tourists flocking to 
Sydney's notorious King's Cross 
Red-light district are finding that 
the prostitutes are smartly dre- 
ssed, the streets clean and foe drug 
addicts rare. ... 

Dramatic changes in “The 
Cross'’, and area which has emb- 
arrassed many Australians, can be 
put down in large pan to a com- 
munity crusade spearheaded by a 
54-year-old grandmother. 

Heather Currey took on the 
presidency of foe district’s cha- 
mber of commerce, which had 
been defunct, in April. She has 
inspired a revolution m what was 
dubbed the country’s drug bazaar. 

Mrs. Currey, who has beep 
pan-owner of a- wax museum in 
King's Cross for foe last 13 years, 
told Reuters it happened sud- 
denly. 

“I walked outside, looked at the 
drag addicts and din and said: 
That's it. we must dean it all up." 

She agreed to take on foe run- 
ning of a revived chamber if she 
could choose her own people. 

She wants to attract tourists 
back to the night-life of King's 
Cross without fear of being mug- 
ged by drug addicts. She also 
wants to make it a safe place for 
those who live there. 

“We want a lovely atmosphere 
so that residents here Can live pea- 
cefully and happily with the sau- 
cier side, 1 ' foe said. “During the 
day we want to create a family env- 
ironment and during the night a 
saucy adult area." 

She sent out letteis, spoke to 
■Ike chiefs and met New South 
'ales state Premier Neville 
Wran. 

The government, police and 
14,500 residents and shopkeepers 
have for the Orel time worked on a 
campaign together to drive foe 
drag trade out of the area. 

Police mounted foe. country’s, 
largest heroin . crackdown and 
have arrested more than .700 peo- 


ple on drugs charges in and around 
king's Cross since early this year. 

Now only a handful of addicts 
remain in foe notorious village 
area of “The Cross" where Mrs. 
Currey was regularly screamed at 
and spat on when she tried to 
move people on. 

The Reverend Ted Noffe, a rad- 
ical clergyman who runs an int- 
erdenominational Christian cen- 
tre in the district and has been at 
foe forefront of the fight against 
drug abuse there, said that people 
now felt safe again. 

■ Father Noffe, who has buried 
more than 160 youngsters killed 
by heroin addiction over foe past 
10 years, said it was community 
anger which finally triggered foe 
police initiative. 

"Mrs. Currey saw that foe city 
council and the mayor were ine- 
ffective. She steps in and says. “I 
am an ordinary citizen but I have 
some say in this. “Lots of others 
have joined behind her." 

Mrs. Correy’svision for the area 
is a grand one: “I want it to be foe 
safest, cleanest, sauciest, shiniest 
area in foe world." 

The authorities have agreed in 
principle to commit one million 
dollars (650.000 U.S.) to help 


beautify foe area. 

Mrs. Currey says sex is in “The 
.Cross" to stay and has met more 
than 80 prostitutes and visited 
brothels and strip joints. 

“I have told foe girls on the str- 
eet they must clean their acts up. I 
am going up to them now and say- 
ing, * You may think I am crazy but 
it is nice to see you dress so well.’ 
The girls are very receptive.” 

The attractions of various bro-. 
foels will be a feature of a booklet 
her chamber of commerce is pro- 
ducing soon to place in the many 
hotels and restaurants of King’s 
Cross. 

“Some of foe brothels are mag- 
nificent and are run veiy strictly, 
very bygienically. The girls are 
diecked (for disease) at least twice 
a week," she said. 

Mrs. CutTey discussed with foe 
state government the imp- 
lementation of a health card for 
prostitutes who are growing inc- 
reasingly alarmed at foe risk of 
Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome (AIDS). 

Premier Wran has said he would 
consider a card system if foe pro- 
stitutes agreed. 

"The girls are delighted by foe 
idea," Mrs. Currey said.

I wanted 
them to go a longer way where 
they'd have to cut down fewer 
trees. When they found out I wou- 
ldn't budge, they gave me a real 
good letun' -alone." 

Hfli people made do 

A few mountains away to the 
east, Mildred Gulledge recalls foal 
it was 1948 — after world War I! 
halted rural electrification — bef- 
ore she and her family got ele- 
ctricity. They lived, as they do 
now, in Davis Hollow. Mrs. Gul- 
ledge was eight then. 

“There was already electricity 
running up foe highway, but foe 
people that lived off foe road like 
we did had a harder time getting it. 
There was three families foal lived 
in this holler, and we all had to sign 
up that we would take foe ele- 
ctricity. Otherwise they wouldn't 
run jt up here. 

“Until then, well, we had what 
you had to have if you didn't have 
elecuirity. It was real exciting to 
see them setting those first poles 
and to know we were actually 
going to be modem: Blit the most 
exciting thing, I think, was the ref- 
rigerator, once we got the lights."

Tourists flow again into Bulgaria

VARNA, Bulgaria — After three 
lean years for Bulgaria's summer 
resorts Western tourists are again 
packing into the campus-like hotel 
complexes on the Black Sea. 

Both here and on foe Romanian 
coast to the north package tours 
for foe lower end of foe market in 
West Germany. Britain. France 
and Scandinavia are booming. 

"We are once more in vogue,” 
said Todor Nanov. vice-president 
of foe Bulgarian National Tourism 
Assodation. Bookings were up by 
about 25 per cent on last year, be 
said. 

But many of foe basic problems 
which have marred foe industry in 
these Communist states since 
mass tourism from foe west began 
35 years ago still persist. 

While appreciating foe fine 
beaches and safe bathing, which 
make the coast ideal for families 
and older people, many visitors 
still complain of slow, offhand ser- 
vice and dull food. 

Local offidals, like Peter Apo- 
stolov, director of foe 12.500-bed 
Atbena Complex north of Varna, 
concede that many fadtiues urg- 
ently need improving. 

"We are not investing in exp- 
anding foe facilities in foe near 


future, but on raising the quality." 
he said. 

While extolling the local adv-’ 
antages, including sunshine, sandy 
beadies and colourful folklore, he 
agreed some visitors were “not 
fully satisfied — they demand high 
quality services". 

The facilities are rudimentary. 
Many of foe hotels were built in a 
hurry, with inferior materials in 
foe drab style of serried apartment 
blocks. 

The Bulgarian resorts are no 
place for tourists seeking sou- 
venirs. “There's virtually nothing 
io buy here. We wanted to send 
some postcards and we couldn't 
even find a pen for sale," said 
middle-aged British visitor at 
Albena. 

Albena. named after a leg- 
endary Bulgarian beauty, is built 
between a 12 kilometre beach and 
a protected forest. It is foe latest of 
three self-contained tourist vil- 
lages of concrete hotels, res- 
taurants and sporting facilities. 

This season it was fully booked 
from May 28. and official figures 
for foe first month showed a 35 
per cent increase in tourists over 
1984, Mr. Apostolov said. 

Officials are hoping to match 
Bulgaria's peak year of 1981, 
which was followed by three years 
in which foe number of Western 


tourists, foe bulk of them West. 
Germans, fell sharply. 

Official figures show 2.15 mil- 
lion foreigners, from East and 
West, came in 1981 but this dro- 
pped by 10 per cent in 1982. 

Mr. Apostolov said there were a 
number of reasons, including exc- 
essive prices and a general drop in 
world tourism for economic rea- 
sons. He said many people also 
stayed away because of the image 
of Bulgaria created in foe West. 

Bulgaria was actually hit by a 
series of bomb explosions last 
year, including a small blast near 
Varna airport, where foe holiday 
charters land. 

The authorities, blaming for- 
eign subversives out to disrupt 
Bulgaria's peace, have taken steps 
to prevent any repetition of the 
attacks, including strict security 
measures at foe airport. 

The tourists seem also not to 
have been put off last winter by 
reports of violent clashes in rural 
areas between foe authorities and 
the ethnic Turkish minority during 
a campaign to make them adopt 
Bulgarian names. 

Investment in beach holidays is 
being tightly restricted in foe next 
few years as Bulgaria builds up its 
winter sports areas as part of its 
bid to stage foe 1992 Winter Oly- 
mpics. 


A new complex is planned, as 
well as improvements to foe pre- 
sent Spartan facilities at Borovec, 
Pamporovo and on Vitosha mou- 
ntain overlooking Sofia. 

Much has to be done. "They're 
building up the infrastructure, but 
you have to be a fanatic to want to 
ski here now. You basically just 
get slope of snow — very little in 
foe way of apres ski," said one 
Western diplomat. 

Tourist officials in neighbouring 
Romania expect some 300.000 
Western visitors at their Black Sea 
resorts this year, and say bookings 
are up by some 10 per cent.

Jepson. the national champion 
of 1984. was also awarded the 
prize for the best vehicle in Group 
A Gass 5 cars — standard cars 
with slight modifications and the 
engine capacity in the range of 
1400 cc to 1600 cc — and also won 
the Hamdi Tabba Trophy. 

Marafie won honours in Gass 
1 1 vehicles while Mousawj sec- 
ured the Lop prizes in Gass 12 veh- 
icles and the best placed crew from 

•alar. 

Khayyat was awarded the Bly- 
denstein Racing Winner Trophy, 
which is usually given to the best 
Jordanian driver, the highest- 
placed private team award. 

Halabi won the Mufti Haddad 
trophy, Hilal won the highest pla- 
ced national team award and Hai- 
tham Mufti was honoured as the 
highest-placed private team. No 
trophies were awarded in the Nov- 
ice Gass or the Manufacturers’ 
Gass because of the relatively few 
numbers of participants who made 
it to the finishing point. Royal 
Automobile Gub (RAC) General 
Manager Derek Ledger said. 

The 1,270- kilometre three-day 
event was spread over varying ter- 
rains in special stages and road 
sections. On Wednesday, the cars 
raced off towards the Dead Sea 
land manoeuvred through the 
[climbs of Arda and the Dibbin 
forests before returning to 


Amman Marriott Hotel. On Thu- 
rsday and Friday they covered a 
distance of LOOOTdtometres bet- 
ween Amman and Petra through a 
tough network of special stages 
through the desert and the Kings' 
Highway. 

All the 15 drivers who could 
make it to the finish did so amid 
fierce competition and persisting 
problems with their vehicles. 
Some of them suffered major set- 
backs in maintaining good speed 
throughout the rally but man- 
aged to last the gruelling journey 
through sheer will and quick wits. 

Here are some typical exa- 
mples: 

Ibn Sulayyem: The frail-looking 
rally ace from the UAE is the lea- 
ding contender to the 1985 Mid- 
dle East Rally Qiampionship des- 
pite being pushed to the third 
place in the Jordan event. He has a 
total of 68 points from three rou- 
nds including the Jordan leg as 
against 56 scored by Hajri. 

Ibn Sulayyem had a troublefree 
day on Wednesday despite com- 
plaints of losing engine power. He 
faced a major problem with the 
engine and turbo pressure on Thu- 
rsday on his way to Petra. The eng- 
ine was retimed at Petra. He also 
had to change the suspension of 
the Toyota Corolla. 

Trouble hit him again en route 
to Amman when the engine pro- 
blem resurfaced and he lost six 
minutes because of slow driving. 
He had to drive over seven kil- 
ometres in second gear — pro- 
bably not more than 45 to 60 kil- 
ometres per hour while the rest of 
the competitors were doing 130 to 
160 in the same terrain. The pro- 
blems were rectified at the end of 
that particular stage. The winner 
of the 1985 Jordan rally managed 
to keep the third position thr- 
oughout the rest of the rally des- 
pite a number of problems, mostly 


mechanical, that cropped on Fri- 
day. 

Mufti: The winner of the third 
place in the 1984 National Cha- 
mpionship, Mufti faced a number 
of problems in this week's event, 
starting with almost a disaster 
when he ran into a non-rally veh- 
icle whose driver disobeyed ins- 
tructions and insisted on driving 
into a special stage. 

Fortunately, the potential acc- 
ident was averted and Mufti con- 
tinued the race. Oneof the tyres of 
his Daihatsu blew out and was rep- 
laced immediately (in rallies, 
some drivers can change a tyre in 
less than two minutes). Further 
down the race. Mufti found that 
the fiTst and second gears of the 
vehicle were crippled and he had 
to drive on in third and fourth 
gears. The gearbox was changed at 
Petra. 

Jepson: The winner of the 1 984 
National Championship. Jepson 
encountered major porblems on 
the very first day when the gear 
lever of his Talbot Sunbeam came 
off and he had to continue the race 
holding the lever in one hand and 
facing problems in gear shifts. 
Gutcfa problems developed as 
result. 

At the end of the firs I day. it also 
became evident that the car nee- 
ded pushing to get the motor sta- 
rted. However. Jepson continued 
the race and did a remarkable job 
of retaining his lead and making it 
to the finishing line in the fourth 
place. Apparently the problems 
were rectified on Thursday by his 
support team because not much 
was heard in terms of complaint 
from the British driver on Friday. 

Khayyat: The winner of the 
second place in the 1984 National 
Championship, Khayyat was one 
of the Jordanian participants exp- 
ected to come off well in the 1985 
event and he lived up to the exp- 


ectations of his fans despite tyre 
problems and mechanical set- 
backs in his Nissan 240 RS. 

Mamdouh Khayyat: The only 
Saudi national to participate in the 
Jordan event, and the first ever 
citizen of the Kingdom to drive in 
a rally in Jordan, Khayyat now 
occupies the fourth place in the 
overall race for the 1985 Middle 
East Rally Championship. Kha- 
yyat hit problems with his Corolla 
on the first day when the camshaft 
timing belt slipped and he lost 25 
minutes. The engine was retimed 
and the Saudi national champion 
continued the race and took the 
1 0th position. 

Marar: One of the most ent- 
husiastic rally drivers in Jordan, 
Marar has been participating in 
every rallying event and spe- 
edtests in Jordan for the past sev- 
eral years. A very steady and car- 
eful driver, Marar has made it to 
the finishing line in almost every 
rally he entered and enjoys the 
reputation of being one of the 
most determined rally drivers. 

In fact, he stood a very good 
chance of winning the honours of 
being among Group A cars in this 
week's event if it was not for an 
unfortunate navigational mistake 
on the pan of his co-driver Messer 
which forced the Toyota off the 
course for a few kilometres, the- 
reby losing precious minutes. 
Fawzi Sawalha served as Marais 
teammate in a number of past ral- 
lies until the 1 984 UAE leg of the 
Middle East Rally Championship 
when Haddad enlisted Sawalha as 
his navigator. 

Abbas AI Monsawi: The veteran 
,»a [arid river who has trained with 
Hajri for several years switched to 
a Daihatsu Rocky pick-up for the 
1985 Jordan event after suffering 
a humiliating setback with a Por- 
sche identical to Hajrfs in the 
1984 rally. Monsawi had a pro- 


blem throughout this week's rally: 
the Rocky's engine leaked oil and 
at the end of every stage he had to 
refill oil. The problem became 
acute when the vehicle was parked 
during the two overnight stops at 
the Marriott when no service is 
supposed to be carried out on the 
vehicle. It meant that the car was 
left without oil in the engine for 
the start the next morning. 

Mousawi and his co-drivcr sol- 
ved the problem by pushing the 
car up the starting ramp and filling 
oil after the flag-off. In the pro- 
cess, they were” also losing pre- 
cious moments. 

The stdiy would have been dif- 
ferent if the Rocky did not suffer 
the oil problem, say some rally 
enthusiasts who have seen the 
young Jatarf s performance in ral- 
lies in the Gulf. 

For some drivers it was bad luck 
.that forced their retirement from 
the rally while mechanical pro- 
blems or accidents were the cause 
of some others' withdrawal from 
the rally. 

Everyone of those who quit the 
rally had different stories to tell: 

Nabil Karara (Opel Ascona; 
co-driver Samir Zeine): A noted 
Jordanian driver and the winnerof 
the Desert Castles Rally, the sec- 
ond rallying event in the 1985 
Jordan National Rally Cha- 
mpionship. Karam was a victim of 
an unfortunate mistake by his 
support team who poured water 
into his fuel tank instead of ben- 
zine. 

Karam, who was doing well in 
his timings until the disaster, had 
to abandon the race on the way 
back from Petra on Thursday bec- 
ause it was impossible to drain the 
tank and refill it with benzine and 
still be on time to make it to the 
next reporting poinL 

Nabil Dirani (Nissan 240 RS; 
co-driver Keith Ferry): Another 
veteran Jordanian driver who won 
the Jerash Rally, the first event of 
the 1985 National Championship. 
Dirani held out promises of being 
a serious contender in this week's 


event, but his car was plagued by 
gear problems which developed 
.one day before the rally. The det- 
ermined Dirani derided to enter 
the race nevertheless after rec- 
tifying tile prohlem. However, the 
problem surfaced again in fen 
minutes after the start of the rally 
and Dirani became the first cas- 
ualty of [he rally when he dropped 
out after covering only one kil- 
ometre of the first special stage, on 
the Amman- Dead Sea route on 
Wednesday. 

George Haddad (Toyota Ceffot 
GT; co-driver Fawzi Sawaflu): A 
veteran of several rallies in Jordan 
and the Gulf. Haddad was leading 
Group S Gass 1 2 cars and. at the 
end of the second day. it seemed 
certain he would secure the hon- 
ours in the category. But his Toy- 
ota Celica developed a major pro- 
blem in brakes and a scramble for 
spares and substitutes ensued as 
he halted past the finishing point 
at a special stage in Hassa. One of 
the service vehicles which carried 
the essential spares was missing 
for some eight precious minutes 
and Haddad'had a few* minutes m 
spare when he reported at the next 
point after the repairs. 

He continued the race fairly 
welt, hut by then he was pushed to 
the sixth overall placing in the 
rally. On his way back from Petra, 
the Celicii burst its suspension 
after hitting a rock 

Haile Aguilar (Flat Abarth; 
co-driver Salem Salem): An imm- 
ensely experienced veteran rally 
driver for over two decades. Agu- 
ifar suffered his first dis- 
appointment of not being able to 
finish a rally in Jordan on Friday. 

Despite major problems with 
the Fiat's gearbox and oil leakage. 
Aguilar managed to retain his 
place in the rally until his way bjek 
from Petra on Friday. The pro- 
blem. which hit him after suffering 
a scries of tyre punctures, became 
unmanageable after manoeuvring 
through a desert special stage near 
Petra.

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Peking fails to rein 

economy 



PEKING (R) — China’s ind- 
ustrial output rocketed fay 23.1 
per cent in the first six months of 
the year* despite' government 
measures to rein in the galloping 
economy. 

The state statistical bureau, 
which announced die figure, said 
firms must be prevented from bli- 
ndly seeking high growth. Con- 
sumer liquidity was also growing 
too fast, creating an unbalance in 
supply and demand. 

The surging growth rate is a 
major worry for China’s ref- 
orming government, which has 
already tried to dampen down the 
over-heated economy with a ere- ' 
dh and wages squeeze. 

Chinese economists have war- 
ned that if the economy is allowed 
to grow too fast it will cause severe 
bottlenecks in the supply of ene- 
rgy and raw materials and could 
undermine the whole package of 
reforms. 

A spokesman for the bureau 
quoted by the official China News 
Service said the rapid growth was 
caused by very high expansion by 
collective enterprises which are 
not under the direct control of the 
state. 

WhOe overall industrial output 
value rose 23.1 per cent in the first 
half of 1985, the growth rate for 
state firms was 15.9 per ceni com- 
pared with 45 per cent for the col- 
lective sector, he said. 

Total industrial output rose 
11.6 per cent in the same period 
fast year and 14 per cent in the fuff 


calendar -year, with the economy 
already dangerously picking up 
steam towards the end of 1984. 

according to Chinese economists. 

In the first three months of this 
year industrial output increased 
by a dramatic 23 per cenL The 
government ordered a clampdown 
on borrowing and took measures 
to reduce die money supply by 
importing popular consumer 
goods to mopLip excess liquidity. 

Premier £hao Ziyang said 
China was' aiming for balanced 
growth and was “not slamming on 
the brakes or making a big rea- 
djustment" 

But the measures'do not appear 
to have been tough enough. The 
spokesman said consumer liq- 
uidity was still growing too fast 
and some small firms were seeking 
high growth entirely for thierown 
interests. 

Meanwhile. China has arranged 
to borrow $2 billion from a syn 
diene of 67 Japanese banks to fin 
ance pan of its 1986-1990 dev- 
elopment programme, the Bank 
of Tokyo said Friday. 

The 10 year loan facility, car- 
rying interest at 1/4 per cent above 
-the London Inter Bank Offered 
Rate (LABOR) for the first six 
years, can be drawn on during the 
five years from Friday's signing. 

It replaces a 1979 arrangement 
to borrow S2 billion from 22 Jap- 
anese hanks which expired last 
month without being used..

African states want moratorium on debts 


ADDIS ABABA (R) — Several 
Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU) states attending a pre- 
summit ministerial meeting here 
want die continent to declare a 
moratorium on its $170 billion of 
riphr. deleeare? did Fridav. 

But the proposal was being res- 
isted by more moderate sta tes and 
the July 18-21 heads of state con- 
ference was instead expected to 
call for an international meeting of 
donor states and creditors to find a 
way of easing the debt burden, the 
delegates added. 


They said there had also been 
calls at the preparatory session for 
another international conference 
of all Third World countries to 
work out a common strategy on 
debt. 

The discussion of what Tan- 
zanian President Julius Nyerere. 
the current OAU chairman, has 
called “using the debt weapon" is 
the centre piece of this years 
OAU summit which will be dev- 
oted mainly to economic affairs. . 

The delegates declined to say 
which countries wanted a mor- 


atorium. but said they were from 
the so-called Progressive Bloc of 
African States, 

One delegate, who declined to 
be identified, said a large majority 
of OAU states recognised that to 
dedarea moratorium would mean 
an end to fresh credits and would 
“rebound on Africa". 

But the final resolution would 
call on donors to find ways to tac- 
kle African debts and more funds 
to be made available to the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund and 
World Bank, delegates said. 


: The other main plank of pro- 
posals being submitted to del- 
egates is an appeal to African sta- 
tes to raise food production , which 
has fallen by about one per Cent a 
year over the past decade, acc- 
-ordbg to die least pessimistic 
Western estimates. 

Earlier. Mr. Addebayo Ade- 
deji. head of the United Nations 
Economic Commission for Africa, 
urged African governments to 
devote at least 20 per cent of their 
annual budgets to food pro- 
duction.

Airlines pay off 
Laker creditors 
but deny guilt 

LONDON (R) — The billion-dollar lawsuit over the 
collapse of Sir Freddie Laker’s cheap trans- Atlantic 
airline has been settled out of court. 


Ten leading airlines agreed Fri- 
day to pay $48 million to creditors 
of the bankrupt Laker Airways — - 
including 14,000 passengers str- 
anded when the airline went ban- 
krupt in 1982. 

But they denied the payment 
was an admission of guilt to 
Lakeys charges that they cut fares 
in a conspiracy to drive his no- 
frills London- U.S. service out of. 
business. 

“Settlement bears no admission 
of guilL" said the main defendanL 
state-run British Airways (B.A.). 
which announced the settlement 
Friday after months of tough neg- 
otiations. 

The deal frees Britain to sell 
B.A. a stock market flotation 
which Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher has been forced rep- 
eatedly to postpone because of the 
Laker litigation. 

Agreement was reached at a 
meeting in Washington of airline 
lawyers and Laker liquidator Mr. 
Christopher Morris. 

The airlines also offered per- 
sonal compensation of $8 million 
to Sir Laker, the flamboyant tyc- 
oon who founded the airline that 
made trans-Atlantic travel aff- 
ordable for hundreds of thousands 
of people in the 1970s. 

But he refused to say if he would 
accept the payment in return for 
dropping all claims on the airlines, 
which include Pan -Am. TWA. 
Lufthansa. Swissair. SAS and 
KLM. 

“I could not possibly make any 
comment untid see all the Fs dot- 
ted and theTs crossed". Sir Laker 
said in Miami. 

The liquidators had been suing 
die 10 airlines and planemakers 
McDonnell Douglas in a Was- 
hington court for $1.05 billion. 
The suit under U.S. antitrust laws 
alleged a conspiracy to bankrupt 
Laker Airways. 

Sir Laker could still hold up the 
flotation of B.A. by launching fur- 
ther lawsuits but government sou- 


rces in London said they believed 
the settlement with the liquidators 
and creditors would isolate him 
too far to press on. 

Financial advisors had warned 
the government and the airline 
that a stock market flotation 
would not be successful unless the 
suits in the United States were set- 
tled. 

The total debts of Laker Air- 
ways are estimated now at more 
than $400 million. 

Anyone owed less than £50,000 
($69,000) will be paid in full. Most 
other creditors will get £50,000. 
plus 20 per oent of the balance. 
Finance houses which lent Laker 
money to buy planes will get back 
some of their money. 

The agreement has been put 
before a U JS. judge and court app- 
roval of the settlement was exp- 
ected. Mr. Morris said in Was- 
hington Friday. 

Sir Laker, who was not involved 
in the settlement talks, had been 
given until Aug. 20 to accept the 
SR million offer. Mr. Morris said. 

Sir Laker told a Washington 
court in May that he might be pre- 
pared to accept $S million as his 
personal compensation. 

The U.S. Justice Department 
began its own investigation of pos- 
sible anti-trust law violations by 
the major airlines, but President 
Reagan ordered the probe dro- 
pped late last year. 

Still to be settled are attorney 
fees. The defendants have offered 
the two law firms that handled the 
case for Sir Laker and Mr. Morris 
$8 million, but the firms have rej- 
ected it. 

The defendants in the case were 
10 airlines together with Mc- 
Donnell Douglas and McDonnell 
Douglas Finance Corporation. 

The airlines are B.A.. British 
Caledonian. Pan American World 
Airways. Trans World Airlines. 
Lufthansa. Swissair. Sabena. 
KLM Royal Dutch Airlines, the’ 
French airline UTA and Sca- 
ndinavian Airlines System (SAS). 


U.S. sales fall sharply 


WASHINGTON (R) —US. ret- 
ail sales suffered their largest dec- 
line in a year last month, ind- 
icating the economy was con- 
tinuing its sluggish pace, the 
Commerce Department said 

Sales of retail goods, a key eco- 
nomic indicator, declined 0.8 per 
cent in June after a decline of- 0.5 
per cent in May and an April rise 
of 3.1 per cenL 

Separately, the Labour Dep- 
artment said wholesale prices 
were unchanged last month from 
May and had risen only a modest 
1.1 per cent over the past 12 
months. 

“ Retailers are doing quite a bit 
worse than was expected, but the 
good news for consumers Is that 
inflation is at a standstill.” Mr. 
David Ernst, of Evans Economics, 
a consulting firm. said. 


The unexpected decline in retail 
sales meant the economy could 
take longer to rebound from the 
stow growth of the early part of 
the year, he said. 

The sales report could lead the 
Federal Reserve Board, the cen- 
tral bank, to ease interest rates, 
credit market traders said. 

Employment data last week 
that showed a small gain in new 
jobs also revived fears about the 
economy. 

Growth in the economy in the 
first half, as measured by the 
Gross National Product, averaged 
between two and 2.5 per cenL 

But Commerce Secretary Mal- 
colm Baldrige said consumers 
remained confident and predicted 
spending would pick up and push 
the economy to stronger growth in 
the second six months.

U.S., allies challenge Soviet 
record on U.N. funding 


GENEVA ( R) —The United Sta- 
tes. West Germany, Britain and 
Japan, in a joint letter to the Uni- 
ted Nations secretary -general, 
have challenged the Soviet record 
on funding U.N. development aid 
programmes. 

The letter, dated July 9 and 
made available to Reuters, was 
addressed to Secretary-General 
Javier Perez dc Cuellar in res- 
ponse to statements to him from 
the Soviet Union and Cze- 
choslovakia on East Bloc help to 
developing countries. 

The letter included an annex 
with tables showing Western ind- 
ustrialised countries providing 
more than 90 per cent of the sup- 
port for U.N. development aid 
programmes in 1983. 


Developing countries provided 
about seven per cent and die Sov- 
iet Union and East European cat- 
ions less than one per cent, acc- 
ording to die figures based on a 
U.N. document 
The letter asked Mr. Perez de 
Cuellar to circulate the annex as 
an official document of the U.N. 
General Assembly. 

The annex said: “Of every one 
hundred dollars of aid provided by 
the Soviet Union, for example, 
only some 25 cents is channelled 
through die U.N. system ” 

“On a per capita basis. Western 
developed countries provided 
roughly 50 times as much as the 
Soviets and the Eastern Eur- 
opeans ($1 .49 VS 0.03 cents).” it 
said.

The hypermodern systems caused 
problems during the World Team 
Olympiad in Seattle. No less a star 
that Bunko Garoazo of Italy was 
heard grumbling about them.

Salvadorean 
rebels free 
104 inmates 
in prison raid 

SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador 
( AP) — Leftist guerrillas attacked 
El Salvador’s largest prison Friday 
i evening with grenades, mortars 
and rifle fire and 104 prisoners 
escaped in the confusion, the pri- 
son commander said. 

Jose Vitelio Escobar, com- 
mander of the La Mariona prison, 
said the guerrillas hit just before 
.the evening lock up, when many 
prisoners were outside their cells.. 

Hesaid 104 prisoners, including 
1 3 political detainees, bolted dur- 
ing the half-hour attack, which left 
three guards wounded, one cri- 
tically. 

“the prisoners were outside in 
the exercise yard when the gue- 
rrillas lobbed grenades into the 
sentry box on the south wall,” the 
commander said. “They con- 
tinued lobbing grenades and mor- 
tars over the wall, and then they 
shot a 90 millimetre- mortar thr- 1 
ough the south wall.” 

One mortar round left a one-, 
metre wide hole in the thick mas- 
onry wall through which the 
commander said most of the pri- 
soners made their escape. 

One of the escapees was cap- 
tured shortly after the breakout by 
national police, Vitelio Escobar 
said, adding that the police and 
army were notified immediately 
after the attack. 

The commander said the attack 
apparently was launched from 
hills on the south side of the pri- 
son, which is surrounded by a 
masonry wall studded with sentry 
boxes. It is located in a sparsely 
populated area between two poor 
working-class neighbourhoods 
about two miles north of the cap- 
ital. 

The army ringed die prison 
after the escape and a C-47 gun- 
ship was seen tirding lhe area. 

The prisoa houses 1,500 inm- 
ates, including 433 political det- 
ainees. Vitelio Escobar said. 

Earlier, Col. Carlos Avila, the 
military’s chief spokesman, said 
about 20 prisoners escaped. 


PARIS (R) — Japanese Prime 
Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone arr- 
ived in Paris Saturday at the start 
of a four-day official visit to Fra- 
. nee aimed at improving business

He was greeted at Orfy Airport 
by Prime Minister Laurent Fabius, 
i with whom he had a brief private 
meeting.

LAPAZ(R) — Bolivians, tired of , 
government failure to solve die 
country's economic criss and halt 
inflation of nearly 9,000 per centa 
year, are expected to shift to the 
right in Sunday’s general election. 

Leftist President Hera an Siles 
Zuazo attempted to have the ele- 
ction postponed but an opposition 
boycott meant that the special 
congress session called to coosider 
this failed for want of a quorum. 

Mr. Siles, whose party is run- 
ning a poor fourth in opinion polls, 
said he wanted the delay because 
of fraud and the failure to register 
up to one million voters. 

Both leading parties have ple- 
dged strong anti-inflation mea- 
sures, including sharp cuts in gov- 
ernment spending. 

The difference between the two 
main candidates is oae of style. 
The left-wing and labour fear that 
the front-runner, former military 
leader Hugo Banzerr, would resort 
to the measures that marked his 
rule in the 1970s to make his eco- 
nomic policy work. 

Victor Paz Estenssoro, twice 
former president of Bolivia and 
running second in opinion polls, 
says he will try to avoid polarising 
tiie country and seek popular sup- 
port for measures that Bolivians 
realise must be taken to halt eco- 
nomic collapse.

prime interest for France. 

But critics say these moves are 
little more than gestures. There is 
scepticism in France, whose exp- 
orts to Japan pay for barely one 
third of its imports, that Mr. Nak- 
asone’s European visit will help 
translate promises into concrete 
action. 

French press comment ahead of 
the visit indicated a mixture of 
admiration for the prime minister 
and suspicion of Japanese eco- 
nomic policy. One pro-Sodalist 
Paris daily described Mr. Nak- 
asone as a cultured, elegant man 
modelled on Charles de Gaulle. 

But a leading economic daily 
called Japan an economic war 
machine bent on pitiless com- 
petition. The prune minister, it 
said, wOI come to France bearing 
an “embarrassing economic bag- 
gage.” 

France had a 14.9 billion franc 
($1.7 billjon) trade deficit with 
Japan last year and ranked only 
25th among its suppliers. 


Air India 
‘black box’ 
arrives 
in India 

BOMBAY (R) — Two “blade 
box” flight and voice recorders 
Slid to contain vital dues to lhe 
crash of a packed Air India Jumbo 
jet arrived here Saturday amid 
tight security. 

The boxes were taken to the air- 
line’s workshops near Bombay 
International Airport for analysis. 

The doomed plane broke up in 
mid-air and plunged into the Atl- 
antic off the south coast of Ireland 
on June 23. All 329 people on 
board were killed. The boxes were 
retrieved after a massive undersea 
search. 

Indian officials have said they 
do not rale out possible sabotage 
while two militant Sikh groups 
were reported to have claimed 
responsibility for bombing the 
plane. 

An Air India official refused to 
comment on who would be con- 
ducting tiie analysis. He said an 
expert from Lockheed, the U.S. 
manufacture is of the recorders, 
had been unable to board tiie Air 
India flight which brought the 
black boxes to Bombay. He gave 
no further details. 

“Black box” flight recorders of 
the type recovered horn the Air 
India wreckage have gven dues to 
many crashes and. on occasion, a 
dramatic portrait of an airliner in 
its last moments. 

Experts have warned, however, 
that the recorders might not con- 
tain vital data if there was a sud- 
den’ power failure. 

Despite being called a “black 
box” the equipment aboard the 
Air India plane is contained in two 
water-tight red boxes. 

The equipment, required by 
mtemationa! regulation on all 
large commercial aircraft, consists 
of a cockpit voice recorder, which 
tapes all me conversations there as 
well as sounds such as engine noi-' 
ses, warning horns or tiie swi- 
tching of cockpit controls, and a 
flight data recorder, which records 
altitude, airspeed and vertical for- 
ces. 



CIA agent reportedly killed in Ghana 


NEW YORK(R) — Reagan adm- 
‘inistration officials were quoted 
Saturday as saying they, believed 
at least one Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) informant in 
Ghana had been murdered after 
his identity was disclosed by an 
agency employee charged with 
espionage. 

The New York Times said the 
officials, who asked not to be ide- 
ntified, said there were fears in the 
intelligence community that rep- 
risals would be taken against sev- 
eral other Ghanaians who assisted 
CIA covert operations in the cou- 
ntry. 

The report follows tiie arrest on 


Thursday of Sharon Scarnage, a 
CIA enployee of seven years, 
charged with passing information 
bit CIA activities in Ghana to ind- 
ividuals th£re, including the nep- 
hew of Ghanian leader Jerry Raw- 
lings. 

Meanwhile Ghana said Friday 
the latest U.S. espionage case 
amounted to the first public adm- 
ission of Centra] Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) activities in the 
West African nation. 

A brief government statement 
said h also showed CIA inv- 
olvement in the activities of Gha- 
naian dissidents. 

The government comment did 


not deny the charges and made no 
mention of the statement by U.S. 
officials that Soussoudis was the 
nephew of Ghanaian leader Jerry 
Rawlings. 

“The statement by the director 
of the FBI (Federal Bureau of 
Investigation) is the first adm- 
ission by a top U.S. official of esp- 
. ion age by the CIA in Ghana and 
of the involvement of the CIA in 
the activities of Ghanaian dis- 
sidents.” the Accra statement 
said. 

The government has repeatedly 
denounced alleged CIA activities 
in Ghana. Mr. Rawlings took over 
for a second time in a 1981 coup. 


Auckland police probe mystery dinghy 
after blast that sank Greenpeace ship 


AUCKLAND, New Zealand 
(Agencies) — A mystery rubber 
dinghy, found abandoned on a 
harbour beach, is being inv- 
estigated by police as a possible 
Ink with the explosions that sank 
the Greenpeace ship. Rainbow 
Warrior. 

Detective superintendent Allan 
Galbraith said a man was seen 
rowing the dinghy near tiie ship 
shortly before an explosion Thu- 
rsday ripped a hole in the hull sin- 
lung the vessel along side the 
wharf and killing one crewman. 

Galbraith appealed to fis- 
hermen who "may have seen the 
man in the dinghy, a type not 
commonly found in New Zealand, 
to come forward. 

Mean while police have called in 
Interpol to help hunt a Frenchman 


who was reported to have been 
aboard the ship hours before it 
sank. 

. Superintendent Galbraith said 
Saturday the search for tiie Fre- 
nchman had switched to Tahiti in 
French Polynesia. Police had inf- 
ormation the man bad boarded a 
flight for tiie French Pacific ter- 
ritory the night erf the explosion. 

The Rainbow Warrior was to 
have sailed to French Polynesia to 
protest continued French nudear 
testing on Mururoa Atoll. 

New Zealand police Saturday 
were to interview the master of the 
French container ship, Helepe 
Deltnas, which was scheduled to 
arrive in tiie South Island port of 
Lyttelton. 

The ship was berthed at the 
Auckland container terminal at 


the time erf the explosion and lefta 
sfiort while later. 

The French embassy issued a 
statement Friday saying it was not 
involved and condemned tiie act- 
ion. 

The Rainbow Warrior, a con- 
vened Scottish trawler, was still 
lying on its side in Auckland har- 
bour. 

An appeal to raise or replace 
the vessel has so far gathered 
$10,000 in New Zealand, a Gre- 
enpeace official said. 

Greenpeace organisers said 
Fridaythey would go ahead with 
their fifth and biggest protest exp- 


edition against the French nudear 
test site at Mururoa Atoll despite 
the sinking of their flagship Rai- 
nbow Warrior. 


U.S. space shuttle launch fails due to faulty valve 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida 
(R) — For the second time in just 
over a year NASA technicians 
fired the powerful engines of a 
space shuttle only to see the spa- 
ceship's computers scrub the lau- 
nch seconds before lift-off. 

The space shuttle Challenger 
fell victim Friday to a faulty 18- 
centimetre valve, which prompted 
on-board computers to shut down 
tiie spaceship’s three main engines 
with three seconds remaining on 
the countdown dock. 

In an official report on the abo- 
rted launch, the National Aer- 
onautics and Space Adm- 
inistration (NASA) said it would 
be at least a week to 10 days bef- 
ore another launch oould be att- 
empted. 

However, NASA officials said 
privately that Challenger’s mis- 
sion oould face a month-long 
delay that would force a res- 
tructuring of the timetable for tile- 
year’s five remaining flights. 

’ Challengers engin es had begun 
belching flame and smoke Friday 
when its on-board computers hal- 
ted the countdown. The spa- 


ceship’s computer had detected a 
failure in a tiny valve that feeds 
liquid hydrogen coolant to the 
main engines. 

“We are disappointed but oth- 
erwise in good shape," Com- 
mander Charles Fullerton told 
mission controllers as he and six 
fellow astronauts prepared to 
leave the shuttle's cabin. 

The launch pad’s sprinkler sys- 
tem went into action, dousing the 
shuttle's tail section with, tho- 
usands of gallons of water as a pre- 
caution against fire. About 45 
minutes after tiie launch was can- 
celled, the crew emerged from 
their compartment 

“We realty were ready to go," 
Fullerton told reporters. “But also 
we are thankful the system wor- 
ked as it should” 

NASA officials say they are 
determined to isolate lhe exact' 
cause of the failure before making 
another launch attempt. The 
prime suspect is the electrooicsys- 
tem (hat controls the opening and 
closing of the valve. - 

The engine shutdown forced the 


postponement of a seven-day sci- 
entific mission that was to focus on* 
the European Spacelab, a sled- 
like contraption loaded with $78 
million worth of astronomical 
experiments. 

. Astronauts were to have used 
powerful telescopes to study the 
sun, the earth's atmosphere and 
star-devouring blade holes bel- 
ieved to be lying in deep space. 

It was only the second time in 
the shuttle’s four-year history that 
a launch has been cancelled after' 
the spaceship’s engines fired. The 
maiden voyage of Discovery was 
scrubbed in June 1984 only four 
seconds before lift-off because of 
■ a faulty main fuel valve. 

About 4S minutes after the can- 
cellation of the launch, ground 
technicians opened the orbiter 
door and eased the astronauts out 
of their cramped compartment. • 

Space agency officials said the 
lives of the crew members were 
never endangered. 

“I was expecting to feel the big 
bang,” a disappointed Fullerton 
said at a news conference. “The 
seven of us had a keener interest in 


everything being up to snuff than 

anybody." 

Technicians will drain Cha- 
llenger’s fuel tanks and go through 
the lengthy process of inspecting 
the mam engines in preparation 
for the next launch attempt. 

Mission scientist Dan Spicer 
said there was no need at present 
to unload the 12 major exp- 
eriments already on board the 
shuttle.. 

But he said that a failure to lau- 
nch within the next four days 
could dimmish lhe scientific ret- 
urns expected from an array of 
telescopes that are to study the 
sun, stars and earth’s atmosphere. 

“The problem is that we'll have 
a full moon in a four days,” Spicer 
said. “For the best scientific res- 
'ults, we need to have a dark sky.” 

The shuttle was also due to take 
America’s Cola Wars into earth’s 
oibit. Coca-Cola and Pepsi-Gola 
were sending their beverages aloft 
for the first time to test newly dev- 
eloped soft drink cans designed to 
retain caibonation in the wei- 
ghtlessness of space.

LONDON (R) — A vaccine 
which could stamp out leprosy aff- 
ecting an estimated 1 1 million 
people worldwide will be tested in * - 
die African state on Malawi next • 
year, a British charity has ann- 
ounced. The British Leprosy Rel- 
ief Association (Lepra) said an ini- 
tial 10,000 volunteers in a high- 
risk area, all non-sufferers, would 
receive the vaccine. After a det- 
ailed evaluation to decide the eff- 
ect of the vaccine in stimulating 
immunity against leprosy, trial 
tests will take place throughout 
Malawi, which has a population of. 
six million. Lepra aids leprosy pro- 
jects worldwide but the bulk of its 
work is centred in Malawi where it ' 
has treated more than 40,000 pat- 
ients in the past 20 years. -* •’
